BELGIUM’S FIRST WAR CHRISTMAS es 


——— | 


American Minister Also Tells of Mr. Hoover’: 
First Visit to Brussels as Head of Relief Com- 
mission, and of Arrival of Rhodes Schol- 
ars to Aid in Food Distribution. 


VPMRER 15 is the jour de fete 
N of Albert I, King of the Bel- 
it had a poignant 

significance for his people in that 
tragic year of 1914. The news of/the 
horror of Roulers had just conte to 
town, another Louvain in the fury of 
its vengeance on the civil pepulation 
because the Belgian army had again 
blocked the path of German imper- 
falism. The King—-down there on 
the battle line in the far corner of 
the land, fighting with his men be- 
hind the Yser, whose yellow waters 
had flooded western Flanders, older, 
as Arno Dorsch, who had seen His 
Majesty at Furnes, could describe 
him to us, moustache grown long, a 
fixed sadness in his face and a steady 
flame in his eye, somehow like a vik- 
ing; and the little Queen, quite sim- 
ple, going about on errands of mercy, 
@ romantic picture—was never so 
near to the hearts of his people. 

And Brussels was arranging a 
demonstration. The people wished 
it to assume the solemn form of a 
High Mass at Ste Gudule, and the 
word was whispered about; everyone 
was going. But the Germans got 
wind of that, as of everything, and 
forbade it, and there was no High 
Mass. So everyone went, instead, 
10 low mass, an enormous crowd that 
trooped out of the rain mixed with 
snow that was falling, to fill the old 
gray church and stand in_ silent 
masses in the aisles while the low 
mass was said, and then at the end 
to shout the passionate: 

“Vive le Roi! Vive la Belgique.” 

At the Church of St. Boniface a 
Belgian flag was displayed and a 
German soldier tore it down. The 
Livre d’Or at the house of the Grand 
Marechal, in which people were to 
sign for the King, was seized .,by the 
German police. Two boys who shout- 
ed “Vive le Roi’ were arrested and, 
since nothing was too insignificant 
to pass unnoticed, the little son of 
the Countess de Buissaret was ar- 
rested for making goose steps in the 
street while a squad of German sol- 
diers was passing. The Countess was 
an American and it required a week 
of effort to have the lad released 
from the Kommandantur. And I 
heard of a man who was arrested 
“pour avoir regarde une dame alle- 
mande avec insolence dans la rue.” 
(For having looked insolently at a 
German woman in the street.’’) 

Arrests Numerous. 

Someone was always being arrest- 
ed; the Politzei in their helmets and 
boots, with their brassards and long 
bayonets, arrested high and ‘low, 
from the wife of the Grand Marechal 
of the Court down to the man who, 


gians, and 


‘been been in Brussels and there had 
Leen wonderful dinners and fetes in 
the dining halls of the Belgian Min- 
istries, where the Pacha spoke Turk- 
ish with the best of them. 

A few days later then we went up 
the grand staircase of the Ministere 
des Arts in the rue de la Loi, the 
Marquis of Villalobar, Mr. Van Vil- 
lenhoven and I, and, by the Baron 
von der Lancken, were presented 
to the new Governor-General, a man 
whose name, justly or unjustly, was 
destined to stand forth to the world 
as the symbol of one of the darkest, 
cruelest and most sinister pages of 
its miserable history. 

Gen. Baron von Bissing, standing 
there in the lofty salon of the resi- 
dence of the Belgian Minister of the 
Arts and Sciences, in the early twi- 
light of that short December after- 
noon, was a man over 70 years of 
age, old and thin, with thick graying 
black hair straight back from his 
forehead and plastered down as with 
water or with oil on the curiously 
shaped head that was so straight and 
sheer behind. His face was hard and 
its leathern skin, wrinkled and old 
and weather-beaten, was remorse- 
lessly shaved to the chin and throat 
and high lean cheeks, leaving the 
thick heavy mustache of a Prussian 
reiter to hide somewhat the thin 
lips of the stern mouth and then 
flow on, growing across his cheeks 
to bristle up fiercely by his ears. 

He was scrupulously clean, one 
might almost say scrubbed, one 
might almost imagine him smelling 
of soap like an old Sergeant-Major 
in a regiment of guards. His brow 
was high and wide and the lean face 
tapered to the wedge of a very firm 
jaw; the visage of an old Prussian 
dragoon of the school and mentality 
of Bismarck. But. out of it there 
gleamed a pair of piercing dark eyes 
that seemed black until one saw that 
they were blue; they were keen, 
shrewd eyes, not wholly unkind. He 
wore, ceremoniously, a great heavy 
saber that clanked against his thin 
legs as he walked stiffly into the sa- 
lon until its hilt was grasped, as 
though by an habitual gesture, in the 
aged hand. 

Wore Blue Enameled Star. 

He had on a well worn uniform of 
field gray; his thin legs, on which he 
walked so slowly and so stiffly, as 
with automatic movements, were en- 
cased in tight gray trousers, caught 
with straps below the long, soft- 
pointed boots that were furnished 
with great silver spurs. His tunic 
was light, too, and its shabbiness 
was somehow accentuated by 


slinking by in the twilight, offered 
me the Times for sale. The oldest 
and proudest names in Belgium were 
on the roll of patriots. 

The Germans began, too, the seiz- 


ure of property, not only public but 
private. They closed the gates of 
the lovely Parc, designed by Zinner 
in 1774, with its lofty trees, its pleas- 
ant alleys, its fountains and statues, 
where Brussels loved to loiter and 
listen to the music, and where the 
children played. It was all changed: 
‘place reservee aux jeux d'’enfants’”’ 
(children’s playground’) officers ex- 
ercised their horses. Already in the 
Villages and suburbs they were seiz- 
ing bronze and copper—even the 
door knobs and kitchen utensils. 

The directors of the Banque Na- 
tionale were subjected to the first of 
a long series of vexations, in revenge 
for the action of the bank in re- 
moving all of its treasury to Antwerp 
and thence to England. Then the 
Germans began to arrest those mem- 
bers of the Garde Sivique who had 
considered it a point of patriotism 
not to report to the Meldcamp in 
obedience to the German order. 

There was trouble about our 
courier from Holland, who was al- 
ways being arrested or stopped and 
searched by the military authorities; 
there were troubles about the post; 
the Germans were opposed to our 
carrying letters for anyone but them; 
and when the military heard that a 
Belgian had sent word to a friend 
in Holland to send his letters in care 
of the American legation they 
thought that was conclusive evidence 
that we were receiving and deliver- 
ing and dispatching letters. We 
finally arranged the affair of the 
post satisfactorily, the courier going 
into Holland in a motor with a Ger- 
man soldier on the box, carrying the 
pouches of the Spanish, Dutch and 
American legations, and though the 
service was now and then interrupt- 
ed, as a military necessity, the Ger- 
mans always scrupulously respected 
the seals on our pouches. 

It was hard to refuse the poor 
folk who wished to send letters to 
their friends and relatives outside. | 


but having given word not to for-'| 


ward any letters the constant re-' 
fusals became one of the hard tasks '| 
of each day. They could see no rea- 
son why one should keep one's word 
when it had been given to a Ger- 
man, which shows what example will 
do. 

But all these troubles faded into 
nothing one night late in November 
when a message came from Wash- 
ington in these words: 

Your dispatch of Sept. 26, 1914, 
referring to conditions in Brus- 
sels since its occupation by the 
Germans, has been received and 
read by the department with much 
tnterest. The department informs 
you that the patriotic and effictent 
way in which the numerous diffi- 
culties that have arisen during the 
past few months in Belgium have 
been met is appreciated. 

Von Arrives. 

One afternoon the Marquis of Vi)- 
jlalobar, whose pretty red and yellow 
flag, with the royal arms of Spain,

A cold bath is always stimulating, and has no detrimental reaction 


for one who is sufficiently robust to 


take it. If you are obliged to exer- 


cise after bathing for the purpose of getting warm, it is a sure indication 


that your vitality is too low for such a bath. 


This applies with equal 


force to the necessity of dressing immediately after bathing. 

When the cold water comes in contact with the skin, the superficial 
blood vessels contract and the blood is driven to the internal organs and 
the temperature there is raised while the temperature at the surface is 


temporarily lowered. Then when the 


reaction takes place (a healthful re- 


action), the skin vessels dilate, the blood rusnes back to them and the 


bather experiences a pleasant glow over the entire body. 


A cold-water 


bath in a cold room is a positive luxury—for one whose vitality is high. 


A hot-water bath, as a rule, should 
be avoided, especially by those who 
are nervous. While it isa powérful 
stimulant of the nervous and vascu- 


lar system, it is usually followed by 
a strong reaction. The fibrous ends 
of the nerves, extending over the sur- 
face of the body, are thrown into a 
state of excitement, and so-called 
nervous leakage follows. Should you 
insist upon a hot-water bath, it 
should be taken immediately before 
retiring. If taken during the day, 
do not fall to follow it with a plunge, 
or at least a dash of cold water. Be 
neither over-warm nor chilled when 
passing from the bath to the outer 
air. A hot-water bath being a re- 


ducer, it may be desired by the very 
obese, but the thin, spare person 
should avoid it. 

A warm-water or tepid bath is 
highly recommended for those who 
cannot take a cold bath. The effect 
is soothing, the blood flowing inte 
the relaxed superficial vessels of the 
skin, and thereby increasing its func- 
tions. As heat facilitates the bodily 
functions, a warm bath will often 
lo more to freshen a fatigued per- 
son than a longer time spent in sleep. 
I* the bath be only moderately warm 
(tepid), it acts as a sedative to the 
nervous system. Those who take 
the cold bath daily should take a 
warm bath, with soap, at least once 
a week, for the sake of cleanliness.

FRANCE AND ITALY’S 
FAIR PRICE LISTS 
FRENCH Government decree 
A effective July 22 orders that 
after that date all shops where 
articles of food and drink and cer- 
tain household necessities are sold 
must exhibit a price list both inside 
and outside the establishment. This 
will enable an easy check to be kept 
on retailers both by shoppers and the 
authorities. 

Hotels and restaurants will also 
have to post up a priced bill of fare 
outside. Special agents will report 
direct to the ministers concerned all 
cases of excessive charges, and also 
irregularity of supplies, overstocking, 
and anything which tends to increase 
the cost of living. The decree ap- 
plies to all places with more than 
' 3000 inhabitants. 
| A similar order has just been 
passed in Italy. There the propri- 
etor of every public eating place is 
required to send each day a copy of 
his bill of fare to the proper author- 
ities. The bill of fare is examined 
to see if the prices charged are con- 
sidered fair, and if so it is stamped 
to this effect. It is forbidden to 
serve any dish which does not appear 
upon the bill of fare. 


HOW TO JOIN YARN. 


UCH trouble has been caused 

in knitting by improperly 

joining the yarn. The following is 
a new and good way to splice it: 

Knit to within four or five inches 
of the end of the yarn. Thread the 
end of the new ball into a darning 
needle. With the left hand hold the 
end of the yarn that remains on the 
work, and darn the new yarn into 
it for three or four inches. 

Slip off the darning needle, draw 
the yarn back until the end is hid- 
den, and knit as before, being carea- 
ful not to pull the ends apart. The 
joining can hardly be found.
